aKOiii?.:nij uotuil. Surgical opuraLiocs -jpon 
that iioblu naiinul, the horsL', ho\vevcr, lire 
not often hoard, of, unless, perhnps, the pa- 
tient be :i aistiiiRuishcil rjnnor or trolter, 
aud tbon thooiior.ilioti ha?: not so much con- 
cern for tho pfjiieral public us iho condition 
ortheaainiuliUcir. Then: is a vast iliilcr- 
Cnce bouveen opcruLions or. r:ian and on the 
horse. Tho surgeon \vbo undertakes to uso 
Uiokni.'e on his'fcllow-mau has uolhin? lo 
fear but the death of his patient. The lat- 
ter ia locked in the tenacious embrace 
of the anesthetic, which Joes nut re- 
lease him until tho operator has com- 
pleted Ins work.

The operation was performed byawell- 


iniowrj veterinary, and ttiongii il did r.ot 
ast long, for tlio work ;o be done, it mi^lit 
ao ea'.leil -|>owerruMy exciting" while it 
astcd. Thopal.ientwas a tine twelve-year- 
jld family horse, the iiroperLy of a well- 
known and wealthy family in the West End. 
The animal is a great favorite nf the fam- 
ily, a valuable horse, ir.Viuh beloved by the 
•.allies and a pet with tho children. About, a 
S'ear ago there was noticed a slight swelling 
:n the right, breast just below the nccif. 
flic swelling; attracied no aUcn'.icn partieu- 
larly until recently, when it became so 
prominent that the owner concluded '..ohavo 
ii surgeon. After a thorough examination 
Or. James pronounced Hie trouble >.o bo a 
number of libro-cartihifrino-.is tumors, and 
ileeidcil to cut, them out in order to.save the 
horse. After weighing the mutter for a 
long time the owner agreed to submit to the 
operation an-i 
yesterday afternoon was 


liscd for the v.-orlr. The horse was led out 
of liis stall, in which he bail been kept for 
many months, and tho operator prepared to 
begin the- .work. Tho tumors, while very 
large, were not of a specially dangerous 
?har:fCLcr, but great care was necessary in 
operating, for 'they lay in close proximity 
to the jugular vein on that side and the 
eai-otyd artury. In case 1 hcso vessels were 
touched with this kr.irc in the course of the 
jperation the result, would have beer, death 
from the loss of blood. The proximity of a 
largo plexus of nerves also lent importance 
to the operation. 


The surgeon prepared his instruments. 


They were a linii'e, which would have mado 
an operator on human beings open his eyes; 
mi artery forceps of goodly si/.c, for the 
vessels (if a horse are very large; some 
single tcnacuii; three pairs of surgeon's 
sensors; o set of threaded needles of gen 
erouH dimensions, and u number of other 
steel instruments, tho names of whicl: ail 
end in Latin or Greek terminations. A few 
sponges and plenty of clean water, Inieu 
mid cottor. completed the outiit. 
When 


every thing was in readiness, the operator, I 
instead of producing the chloroform pad, 
look a long strap aud fastened it sec'.irely i 
just above the hoof on the right leg. Thea ! 
he applied what is technically called tv 
twitch to the upper lip of the animal. After 
twisting the twitch lightly he placed it in 
(.lie hands of one of the stable men. Then 
ho threw tho strap over the back of the 
horse, and ano'.hcr iiLtendant held it so that 
the log was lifted up from thu ground. The. 
hor.se then stood on three logs. These were 
all tho means used to produce ar.ajbtbesia. 
The idea was lo render the animal powerless, i 
nl the sumo Uuio engaging his uucntina on 
several centers ol* pain and inconvenience 
at the snmo time. 


Thc operator was now ready to cut,which 


he did hi slioi't order. After carefully trim- 
ming a small portion of hair from iho skin, 
just outside Hie tuinor, ho made a suducr. 
incision about iwo inches in length, from 
which a small quanli-y of blood fell. 
This 


incision was lengthened in a fow miaulcs, 
and presently, after u lot of tiss-jo was dis- 
sected away,t.tir-. lu:i;or was under his hand, 
Tbe paiicnt mado as strenuous objeciion to 
this Ircatmeul as ho could under the cir- 
cumstances, but, though Jio was suffering 
intense pain, his efforts wero useless. Tho 
tumor was found to be quite large. In fact 
there wero several luu:»rs and a few cn- 
largod glands. 
After about fifteen rnia- 


ir.el1 work in dissection tho main tumor 
was removed and tho horse was given a 
brief rest. It was found that the secondary 
tumor was too Ii roily attached lo icar out, 
so that the knife was brought lulo play 
again. 


In culling out this tumor a srr.all artery 


was severed, and the b'.ood spurted forcibly 
for a second. The forceps was now used, 
the vessel lied, nr.d iho work went on. The 
remaining growths and Hie enlarged glands 
were then lorn out, and the lirst part of tho 
operauon was at ar. cad, 


Tho cavity left in the breast of the horse 


was quile large—about lho size of a big co- 
coanut. Ice water and a sponge were used 
lo slop the light, (low of blood. Thc right 
leg was lignin (slcvated, and Ihe lips of lho 
wound woro again broughl togcUicr and 
lixcd wilh sulures. 
During the operation 


Ihc horso mado despcratu efforts to tear 
himseir freo from tho restraint which had 
boeu placed upon him, but tbe appliances 
were altogether too uiUch even for his mag- 
nificent, strength. When Uie operation was 
finished ho was led to his stall, and a 
double hitch placed upon him. The tumors 
wero taken away to be kept as specimens.

of our daily papers IH publishing a 


list of dofalcations by various parties lor 
soxc years past. It is a terrible exhibit of 
crime. The many instances in which men 
trusted with largo sums of money or se- 
curities Imvo proved unfaithful ia stagger- 
Ing. And still the list i3 IcnKthening. Tho 
other day a Providence baa It was robbed of 
money and securities to the amount cf 
about a million dollars. Yet few think, 
as they should, how largo u percentage of 
those who have opportunities and tempta- 
tions to dishonesty maintain their integ- 
rity. Ono man in a bank proves weak and 
ivickcd, but a score of others who might 
have taken the sa:i:o course have never al- 
lowed themselves to go astray from tho 
right. 


Nevertheless, tho defalcations which 


have occurred and arc 
still occurring 


oufftit to awaken serious thought. Many 
criminals have lacked all intellectual and 
moral culture. Not so the criminal in 
commercial life. So tnan can obtain a 
position of trust in a business corporation 
without considerable education, and somo 
evidences of correct moral sentiments, 
Why thcu do v.'o have such grievous In- 
stances of men falling into crime? It :s to 
be feared that much of the morality of 
societv is veneer. 
Men are lowest from 


expediency rather than principle. 
Boys 


aro warned against crimo not because it is 
sin, but, because it is disgraceful, and !u 
case of discovery may bo ruinous. Tho 
tor. commandments aro not grained into 
youthful hearts, and oftentimes successful 
villainy, 
if 
not 
admired 
for 
its 


smartness, la certainly not condemned 
for its wickedness. Then, the general 
tone of society docs not express itself 
In denunciation of great deeds of dishon- 
esty as it ought. Unfaithful cashicrsand 
clerks aro too often ublo to compromise 
with those they have wronged, or, if con- 
victed, are uo sooner in prison than move- 
ments are made for their release. Few 
servo out tho all-too-short terms for which 
they aro sentenced. While an ordinary 
burglar or pickpocket may never hope for 
any tolerance, yet men whose stealings 
run into thousands and tens oJ thousands 
seem to scarcely lose caste in the circles in 
which they moved beforo thoy were crim- 
inals. The need of our tixcs for tho re- 
pression ot these defalcations is a deeper 
sense of the guilt of all thoft, and a more 
crjual and impartial judgment with regard 
to all wron^-doing. Many a. man, how- 
over strongly tempted, would have escaped 
crime if there had been inculcated in him 
in boyhood a true conception of the sinful- 
ness ol sin, a::d if in riper years ho had 
found in society less disposition to condone 
great crimes,—Christian hvfiiircr.
